OOVLESTOWN. 


That apparently small incidente fre-i 


quently lead to grave consequence* was 
never better illustrated than in the Joseph 
Smith case, at Jamison, concerning -which 
the newspapers have had a great deal to 
report with the prospect of much wore to 
follow. Smith, like many other men, took 
too much liquor at John Larson's hotel In 
Jamison. Indirectly, so a Coroner'* jnty 
declared, it led to his death. 
This tact 


started the ball to rolling. 
Two Inquests 


were held and the landlord was placed 
under bonds of »1,000 to answer to the 
charge of violating the liquor laws. And 
now there is more trouble for the innkeep- 
er and also his bartender, John Smith. 
On Monday, at the term of license court, 
Judge Yerkes directed District Attorney 
Shelly to lodge information against the 
two men, and warrants charging them with 
involuntary manslaughter were sworn out 
before Justice Wall, of Doylestown. Lar- 
sen and Smith were promptly arrested by 
Constable Morgan, of Warwick. They 
were brought to Doylestown, where they 
waived a hearing and were held in bonds 
of $1,000 each to appear at Court. Ex- 
oteric of the Quarter Sessions Patrick 
Breen, of Warwick, became bondsmen for 
the two men. 


Among other matters considered by the 


Court was the granting of licenses. 
The 


petition of chief interest was that of John 
Thompson, of Wycombe, for a new hotel 
license at this place. A remonstrance bad 
been filed and a number of witnesses were 
called. 
The application was refused. 


This was the second time tbe Court de- 
clined to grant a license there. The peti- 
tion was opposed by members of the 
Wrightstown W. 0. T. U. Several licenses 
were held under advisement, among them 
that of Louisa Vandegrift, of Bensalem. 
The Court stated this place had a bad rep- 
utation. The others were Gotlobb Green, 
Hilltown; Isaiah 0. Barndt, Perkasie, and 
the Larsen license, at Jamison. 
A new 


applicant was Albert Bookman, of Dublin, 
proprietor of the place recently kept by 
Jacob B. Oruntramel, whose license was 
recently revoked.

There is another aggravating hitch in 


the trolley epterprise contemplated in this 
borough. Council recently had a great 
deal of difficulty and worry to decide 
which of two companies should have the 
right of way out north Main street. They 
granted a franchise to the Uoylestown and 
Willow Grove Company to extend its line 
in the direction of Dublin as against the 
Doylestown and Eastern Company, which 
petitioned for the same street in tUe bor- 
ough. Unfortunately for the Wi'low Grove 
Company the Easton corporation controls 
by lease a bit of tho turnpike north of the 
borough limits and ref uaee to let the Wil- 
low Grove Company pass over it without a 
reciprocal gort of agreement concerning 
the rights of both company to oea the 
tracks. The Willow Grove Company failed 
to secure the right of way past the disput- 
ed point from private owners and cannot, 
under an agreement -with the Pennsyl- 
vania Baiiroad Company, enter into nego- 
tiations with the Easton or any other com- 
pany upon the conditions prescribed by the 
latter corporation. Therefore tha whole 
enterprise appear^ to 
be temporarily 


checked. If the Willow Grove Company 
can secure an extension of time it may be 
possible in another month to secure the 
private right of way from the owners of 
the property abutting on the turnpike. 
The owners are now in Europe which 
manes negotiations rather extended and 
communication difficult.

Grove Company intended to build this 
summer from Doylestown to 
Dublin and 


ultimately to Perkasie.

with women; taking the sting out of the 
truth, for fear of giving offenca

Lies of flattery, from a benevolent 


desire to please or from a selfish desire to 
gam something by pleasing, 


"6 
Lies of self-glorification, magnify- 


ing our own virtues or tbe virtues of the 
class to which we belong 
This includes 


patriotic lies, sectarian lies and almost 
every kind of lie that masks selfishness 
under a grand name. 


"6. Lies of malevolent hostility, con- 


sciously intended to deceive an adversary, 
as in war. 


"7. Lies of self-defense, to save nature 


when a force is put upon her to save one's 
life, where honor is not concerned. 


"8. 
Lies of benevolence, as to save 


another person's life, as when n righteous 
man flics to you fox concealment, hounded 
by his persecutors, and yon say he is not 
in your house 


"9 Lies of convention, as when you call 


a man a gentleman.who is not a gentleman 
in any proper sense of the word; or when 
you call the King, in the prayerbook, a 
most religious and gracious sovereign, 
when he may be a great blackguard; or 
when you call yourself 'your bumble ser- 
vant, ' when you are as proud as Lucifer. 


"10. 
Lies of modesty, when yon say 


you cannot do what you can do, to avoid 
the appearance of forwardness. 


"11. 
Lies."

following reflections: 


"There is no greater slave than the wo- 


man who is the slave of her sensibilities, 
and the man who is the slave of his sen- 
sualities."

is what makes weakness in government. 
"The nations that forget God shall per- 
ish." Tbe nation that forgets God, for- 
gets to be just, and this injustice eats out 
its life with inexorable fatality.

and power; His forgetting the primal law 
of Eden, when God made man and woman 
co-equal sovereigns; it is forgetting to be 
just to one-half its people.

Hew Vork Women to Vote. 


Alice Stone Black welt. 


The New York Legislature celebrated the 


anniversary of the Battle of Lexington by 
carrying out to its logical conclusion the 
good old levolutionary principle that there 
should be no taxation without representa- 
tion. On April 19, while bells were ring- 
ing in Boston and Massachusetts was keep- 
ing holiday in honor of that victory ot 126 
years ago, the New York Senate passed by 
a vote of 27 to 14, the bill empowering 
women taxpayers in townships and villages 
to vote upon all questions of taxation. 
The bill had passed the lower House in 
three successive Legislatures by heavy ma- 
jorities—one year unanimously—but hac 
hitherto always failed in the Senate. 


New York is the third State to grant 


suffrage to taxpaying women. Montana 
was the first, Louisiana the second. Mon- 
tana came into the Union as a State in 
1889. 
While the constitutional conven- 


tion was in, session, Julia Ward Howe, 
Lucy Stone and Mary A Livermore ad- 
dressed an appeal to every member of the 
convention to embody full suffrage in the 
constitution of the new State. 
The plet 


was strongly urged by progressive men and 
women of Montana, and Henry B. Black- 
well went out and spoke before the consti- 
tutional convention in favor of the meaj- 
ure. The convention refused women ful 
suffrage, but gave taxpaying women the 
right to vote upon all questions submitted 
to the taxpayers. 


In 1898 a delegation of influential Louisi- 


ana women appealed to the constitutional 
convention for full suffrage, and at their 
request Mrs Carrie Chapman Catt was al- 
lowed to speak before that body. 
The 


convention refused full suffrage, but give 
taxpaying women the right to vote on 
all questions submitted to the taxpayers. 


It will be a pause of rejoicing to thous- 


ands qf men and women all over the conn- 
try that New York, the State where the 
first equal rights convention was held, 
and where Susan B- Anthony and Eliza- 
beth Oady Stanton have worked untiring- 
ly for so many years, should have joined 
the procession of woman suffrage States 
while these two brave pioneers were still 
living to rejoice in the victory. 


The vote In New York is only the exten- 


sion to all the towns and villages of the 
State of a right which the women in half 
a dozen New York cities of the third class 
bad already possessed for years under 
special municipal charters, and which had 
been found to have no tendency to over- 
turn tbe laws of nature. 


This action of the New York Legislature 


indicates a growing conviction that tax- 
paying women at least ought to have a 
vote on questisns of taxation. 
Even the 


spokeswoman of the New York Anti-Suf- 
frage Association said at the recent hear- 
ing in Albany that if the "Anlis" could 
reconcile themselves to any woman suffrage 
measure they would favor this, but they 
could not, "because the suffragists were 
behind it"—a weak reason, and one which 
might have been urged with equal force 
against every improvement in legislation 
for woman during the last 50 years.

Tha Shoemaker Family. 


A Ideal antiquarian asserts that the 


Shoemaker family is the oldest one extant 
In Philadelphia, the original ancestor hav- 
ing come over from the Palatinate in 1684. 
He died on'the voyage, but big" widow, 
Sarati, and twelve children settled in tbe 
neighborhood of Germantown and Shoe- 
makertown. 
Three of the descendants 


were Mayors of Philadelphia before the 
American Revolution 
The lineal ances- 


tor of the present head of the family was 
Treasurer of Philadelphia for eighteen 
successive years. Two of the sons of Sar- 
ah, the widow of the Palatinate, opened 
drug stores. One is in Shoemakertown, 
where it still stands, after two hundred 
years, with the family name as proprietor, 
One of her son's grandsons established a 
drug store near Second and Vine streets. 
Only one of the family, Samuel Shoemak- 
er, who owned the Randolph mansion, re- 
mained a Royalist during tbe Revolution. 
He could not conscientiously give up his 
allegiance, and went to England. He re- 
turned later when peaee was declared. 
The present head of the family, Benjamin 
H. Shoemaker, has been connected with 
the Pennsylvania Hospital longer than 
any other of the Board of Directors. 
He 


was secretary of the board for many years, 
and Is now president.

A few days before the Fifty-sixth Con- 


gress expired on March 4 hist a special 
committee of the House of Representa- 
tives submitted a report of an investiga-1 
turn of the House payroll. Only five days 
wore devoted to the work, but in that lime { 
a condition of things was discovered which ' 
might have a roused public indignation 
had it not been that the gravity of the 
revelations wr.s lost sight of in tbe rush 
and confusion of the closing hours of the 
session. 
i 


The report which thus accidentally eV 


caped public attention dealt with the dis- 
tribntion of the patronage at the disposal 
of the elective officers of the House of Re- 
presentatives, with the exception of the 
Speaker. The latter has only a few places 
in his control and he was in no way invol- 
ved in the scandal. 
The particular evil 


revealed by the investigator wae the mani- 
pulation of tbe House payroll by the elec- 
tive officers referied to so that the salaries 
of the entire list were bunched and then 
the places were distributed among tne 
friends of tbe Republican members who 
voted in caucus for the successful candi- 
dates. 


This distiibution was made vtitnout any 


regard to the duties or the emoluments 
of the particular place to which a man 
was appointed. 
Such an arrangement was 


unheard of, even in the days when the leg- 
islators did not hesitate to vote to increase 
their own salaries. Those in the combi- 
nation were known as the Hog Combine 
It was formed at tbe opening of the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, of which Tnomas B. Reed 
was Speaker, and ia still in force. It was 
a matter entirely beyond Mr. Reed's con- 
trol and he never hesitated to express his 
contempt for it and his regret that he was 
powerless to crush it. 


The head devil of the combine or the 


head hog, to use the term of the Repre- 
sentatives who were shut out, was Repre- 
sentative William A. Stone, of Pennsyl- 
vania, now Governor of the Keystone State, 
who organized it, and his mom instrument 
in carrying out orders was and is Alexan- 
der McDowell, of Pennsylvania, Cleric ot 
the House of Representatives, who has 
more patronage at his disposal than the 
other-'elective officers, namely, the door- 
keeper, sergeant-at-arms, and postmaster. 
The chaplain, as a caucus nominee, does 
not count, as he has no requisites except 
bin salary of $900. 
Mr. McDowell has 


probably been guilty of no direct violation 
of law, and he aimpy carried out the or- 
ders of the Congressman who voted for 
his nomination. He is an honest, blunt- 
spoken Scotchman, who in his testimony 
before the committee did not hesitate to 
call a spade a spade. 


THE COMBINES' PLOT. 


Rperesenta^ive Stone's scheme provides 


for a combinaton of a sufficent number of 
Representatives in the Republican caucus 
to put through a slate of House officers 
with Mr. McDowell at the head and then 
force these officers to distribute patronage 
among the Representatives who voted for 
them, eliminating entirely the rights of 
those Representatives, all Republicans, of 
course, who supported unsuccessful candi- 
dates. The game worked like a charm, 
an>l the slate went through. Tbe Repub- 
licans who played the losing cards in the 
caucus demanded a share of tbe spoils be- 
cause their party wag in political control, 
but they were ignored, and the Stone-Mc- 
Dowell-Glenn-McElroy-Rusgel 
combine 


could not be broken 


At each succeeding Congress since the 


heirs of the original combine have managed 
to hold it intact. But it is on its last legs 
now and the revelations of the mvestigat 
ing committee when called to the attention 
of the house and the public next winter 
will end it. 


It can perhaps truthfully be said that 


there has been no criminal corruption un- 
der the operationof the Hog Combine, but 
the plan of robbing Peter to pay Paul was 
most beautifully operated and even the 
advocates of the system do not deny that 
in some cases services called for by the ap 
propriation laws were not performed by 
anybody. To that extent at least the 
Government was cheated, to say nothing 
of the injustice to employees deprived of 
part of the salary allowed them by law 


Including the clerks and assistant clerks 


and messengers to committees, 
but ex- 


cluding members' clerks, the officers and 
employees of the House number 357, the 
exact number of the members of the 
House, and their aggregate annual com- 
pensation is about $400,000. 


Julia Ward How* Versus Mrs. CorblM.

NEW BRIDGE-CABLE. 


rirtt Link of Bait River Strnctnr 


Raised From It* Watery Bed. 


From tbe bottom of the East river a 


noon the other day the first cable fo 
the new bridge was raised and stretch 
ed against the sky line between Brook 
lyn and Manhattan, Its lowest poln 
-168 feet above the water, says the New 
York Woild. 


Lewis Nixon and members of the 


East river bridge commission had de- 
cided to make the occasion memorable 
They engaged a boat, on which were 
members of the municipal assembl; 
and various city officials. This boa' 
was attended by a fleet of revenue cut 
ters and other craft, which sen_t forth 
ilmultaneous whistle blasts as the wire 
flashed from tbe water and went sky- 
ward. 


This hoisting was accomplished by 


two engines of 65 horsepower, specially 
constructed for the purpose. To these 
engines was connected a rope suspend- 
ed over the top of the Brooklyn tower, 
820 feet high. The end of the rope 
was tied to the cable on the float be- 
low.

•t tbe top of the tower to put the cable 
in its proper saddle. Chief Engineer 
William Elldebrand called for volun- 
teers for tills perilous climb. John Kel- 
ly, a laborer, responded. 
With the

Subsequently they clashed in the Medi- 
cine Hat country, and Mabone wrongful- 
ly accused Kelly of stealing stock. Kel 
ly would have killed him then and there 
tnrt for the interference of the Canadian 
mounted police.

they have it out alone. Kelly evidently 
thought well of the suggestion, for a day 
or two later, meeting Mahone in that iso- 
ated and abased town, Medicine Hat 
le quietly told him that be would meet 
lira the next morning as the sun rose 
on the Tortured trail and provi; to him 
with a gun that he was not a thief. Ma- 
tone nodded bis bead in acceptance of 
he defiance, and that was all theie was 
o the challenge. 
Kelly slept in a rancbhouse that night 
mt was up before dawn saddling his 
lorse. 
He carried for arms two six 


hooters and a short hilted bear knife. 
He rode away from the ranch in the 
leavy darkness before daybreak, head 
d for the Tortured trail. He was a six 
footer, sand; haired, heavy jawed and 
cAlled "Bulldog" because he bad once 
pitted himself against an animal of that 
title and whipped him in a free fight. 
His coinage was extreme from the brute 
point of view. To illustrate this, years 
after this event, when he was on ttial for 
his life In a murder case, he was instruct- 
ed by his attorney to kill one of the wit- 
nesses against him in the courtroom if he 
attempted to give certain testimony.

And this 
all took pla< not in a frontier court, but 
in a court of the United States govern- 
ment. 


Well, Kelly rode down the trail as gay 


In spirit as a man of his nature could be. 
He did not whistle, for whistling men are 
rarely brutal. But he abused his horse, 
and that was the beat of evidence that he 
felt well. He watched the dark bang 
closer and closer to the plain grasses, the 
stars grow less brilliant until suddenly in 
the east it was as if a curtain was drawn 
up and the day came with the call of wild 
birds and a wind which rose from the 
west to meet the sur. He glanced toward 
Medicine Hat and from that point, out of 
the black and gray of the hour, rode Ma- 
bone, armed as his opponent was.

Kelly and filled his eyes with blood, 
le wiped himself off and tied a handker- 
-hief over the mark. 


Each was afraid to start out from his 
iorse, but in the course of half an hour 
beir ammunition was exhausted, and 
ben they threw their pistols from them 
nd came toward each other through the 
rass with their knives out 
Kelly now 


ad two good wounds and Mahone had 
een shot three times. They visibly stag- 
ered as they played for the first chance 
o close In. At last the knives crossed, 
nd Kelly got the first thrust and miss- 
id, for which awkwardness Mahone gave 
him a savage cut. They backed and 
stabbed at each other until neither could 
move, and the small population of Medi- 
cine Hat, getting wind of what was go- 
ing on, rode out and brought them in for 
medical attendance. Kelly, besides his 
bullet wounds, had 14 knife cuts and Ma- 
hone had 15. They were put to bed in 
the came room, and the same doctor at- 
tended both. For days they lay almoft 
touching each other, and neither spoke. 
Medicine Hut had been unable to decide 
which bad the better of the tight, and it 
seemed as If it would be resumed if both 
lired to recover.

NEW BRIDGE'CABLE, 


First Link of Hast Hirer Strnctaie 


IUI*ed From It* WMerr Bed. 


From tlie bottom of the Bast river a 


noon the other day the first cable for 
the new bridge was raised and stretch 
ed against the aky line between Brook 
lyn and Manhattan, Its lowest point 
-168 feet above the water, says the New 
Tork WoilcL 


Lewis Nixon and members of the 


East river bridge commission had de- 
eidedrto make the occasion memorable 
They engaged a boat, on which were 
members of tbe municipal assembly 
anil various city officiate. This boat 
was attended by a fleet of revenue cut- 
ten and other craft, which' sent forth 
almnltaneous whistle blasts aa the wire 
flashed from tbe water and went sky- 
ward. 


This hoisting waa accomplished by 


two engines of 66 horsepower, specially 
construct! d for the purpose. To these 
engines waa connected a rope auapend- 
)d over tbe top of the Brooklyn tower, 
i20 feet high. The end of the rope 
was tied to the cable on tbe float be- 
low. 


as necessary for *bme one to be 
top of the tower to pnt tbe cable 


n ita -proper saddle. Chief Engineer 
William Itlldebraad called for volun- 
teers for ibis perilous climb. John Kel- 
bj, a laborer, responded. 
With the

Subsequently they clashed in th* Medi- 
cine Hat country, and Mabone wrongful- 
ly accused Kelly of stealing stock. Kel- 
ly would have klUed him then and there 
bat for the interference of the Canadian 
mounted police. 
Subsequently one of 


these .policemen snggeoted to him that 
le challenge Mahone to a duel and that 
they have it out alone. Kelly evidently 
thought well of the" suggestion, for a day 
or two later, meeting Mabone in that iso- 
ated and abused town; Medicine Bat, 
to quietly told him that be would meet 
Urn the next morning as the sun rose 
on tbe Tortured trail and prove to him 
with a gun that be was not a thief. Ma- 
tone nodded bis head in acceptance of 
the defiance, and that was all there Wan 
0 the challenge.

And this 
all took plm not in a frontier court, but 
in a court of the United States govern- 
ment 


Well. Kelly rode down the trail as gay 


In spirit as a man of bis nature could be. 
He did not whistle, for whistling men are 
rarely brutal. But be abused his horse, 
and that was the bent of evidence that he 
felt well. He watched the dark hang 
closer and closer to I he plain grasses, the 
stars grow less brilliant until suddenly in 
the east it was as if a curtain was drawn 
up and tbe day came with the call of wild 
birds and a wind which rose from the 
west to meet the sun.
